^-storing first stored item identification information associated first with radio 
frequency identification (RFID) labels on fest items for sale by the stor e in an inventory file ; 

rea ding RFID labels of items read bv an RFID label reader as part of a purchase 
transaction to obtain read identification information; 

b) obtaining second identification information from second radio frequency - 
id e ntification lobol3 on sooond itomq by a lab e l r e ader in the store ? 

e)-comparing the fleeend-read.identification information to the fes t stored 
identification information to determin e whether each read RFID label is associated with an item 
for sale : 

d) determining third id e ntification information within the oocond identification 
information which is associated with third mdio frequency identification labolo on third items; 
and 
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^-ignoring the te d read identification informatio n of any read RFID labels 
determined not to be as sociated with an item for sale as being associated with th e personal items 
brought into the store by the shopper. 

2. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , whorein step e ) oompriooo tho stop 
e f further comprising : 

completing the purchas e transaction for items having RFID labels associated with items 
for sale: and 

updating the inventory file to mark anv i tems for which the purchase transaction was 
completed as sold. 

e 1) loaving tho third id e ntification information out of a transaction in tho store. 

3 . (currently amended) The method of claim 4-2 , wheroin otop o) comprio o a tho stop 
o f further comprising : 

^ rea ding an RFID label to obtain item identifi cation information for an item read as the 
shopper exits the store: 

-\utilizing the updated inventory file to determine if the RFID label is associated a personal 
item, an item for sale, or a sold item. 

o 1) leaving tho third identification information out of a security check in tho 

store? 
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4. (currently amended) The method of claim 43, further comprising the stop of: 
displaying an alert on a security read display if it is determined the item is an item for 

sale. 

f) determining fourth identification information within tho second identification 
information which is aooociatcd with fourth radio frequency identification labclo on the fourth - 
it e mo which ar e included within tho first items for aalo. 

5. (currently amended) The method of claim [[4]]L further comprising^e-stepnef: 
utilizing transaction software to create a shopper transaction record identified hv a 

unique transaction number and indicating purchased items on a receip t. 

g) including the fourth itemo in a transaction involving tho shopper in the store: 

6. (currently amended) The method of claim 51, further comprising tho stops of: 
utilizing a card re ader to accept a payment card. 

h) storing an indication that tho fourth itoms were sold. 

7. (currently amended) The method of claim 52, further comprising tho stops of: 
^purging items marked as sold from the inventory file thn fourth ideatifie atieB 

information from tho first identification information .

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14. (currently amended) A system for distinguishing items for sale by a store from 
personaHtems brought into the store by a shopper comprising: 

a label reader for reading radio frequency identificatio n (RFID) labels on items the 
shopper possesse s at the time of a purchase transaction : and 

memory for storing an inventory fil e of stored item identification information 
associated with RFID labels on items for sale by the store: and 

a computer for obtaining first-identification information from firot radio frequency 
identification the RFID labels on the items the shopper possesses from the label reader, for 
comparing the first-reaiidentification information to seeen dthe stored identification information 
associated with the items for sale by the store to determine whether each read RFTD label is 
associated with an item for sale , for determining third identification information within the first 
identification information whioh io asoooiatod with third radio frequency idontifioation labolo on 
third items, and for ignoring the te d read identification informatio n of anvread RFID labels 
determined not to be a s sociated w ith a n item for sale as being associated with fe e personal items 
brought into the store by the shopper. 

15. (currently amended) The system of claim 14, wherein the computer comprises a 
transaction computer which is operate d to comp let e a purchase transaction for items having 
RFID labels associated with an item for sale . 
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1 6. (currently amended) The system of claim 44 15, wherein the computer oompricoG 
a ooourity oomputor further operates to up date the inventory file to mark anv items for which the 
purchase transaction was completed as sold . 

1 7. (currently amended) The system of claim 4416, wherein th e further comprising a 
security computer which determines that tho third identification io not within the second 
identification information a label read a s the shopper exits the store is for an item for sale and not 
marked sold . 

18. (currently amended) The system of claim 4417, wherein the security computer 
determines that the third identification is within the second identification information, but 
determines that the third items were previously sold controls display of an alert on a security 
display i f it is determined the label read as the shopper exits the store is for an item for sale not 
marked sold .

21 . (currently amended) The system of claim 4916, wherein the computer also 
purges the fourth identification information from tho oooond identification informatio n inventory 
file to eliminate anv items marked as sold . 
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
